REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are now pending in the application. By this paper, select claims 
have been amended and Claims 14 and 15 have been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer of the subject matter contained therein. The basis for the amendments can 
be found throughout the specification, claims, and drawings originally filed. No new 
matter has been added. The preceding amendments and the following remarks are 
believed to be fully responsive to the outstanding Office Action and are believed to 
place the application in condition for allowance. 

The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the rejections 
in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Specification 

The Examiner states that the title of the invention is not descriptive and requires 
Applicant to submit a new title that is indicative of the invention to which the claims are 
directed. Accordingly, Applicant has amended the title in accordance with the Examiner's 
requirement. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-11 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Soloway et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 4,742,183). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent Claim 1 recites a method of manufacturing a display structure 
including defining at least a display area, an extension area, and an IC mounting area 
on a display substrate constituting a part of one of a liquid crystal device, an organic 
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electro luminescence device, and a plasma device. The method further recites 
connecting a flexible tape substrate to the extension area of the display substrate and 
forming a cut substrate by cutting the display substrate at a cutting portion that is 
partially disposed under the flexible tape substrate on the extension area of the display 
substrate. Independent Claim 1 further recites disposing the cut substrate (which is the 
separated part) on a back side of the display substrate. The back side is opposite to a 
front side where the display area is defined. 

Soloway fails to teach defining a display area, an extension area, and an IC 
mounting area on a display substrate or that the display substrate constitutes a part of a 
liquid crystal device, an organic electro luminescence device, or a plasma device. 
Furthermore, Soloway fails to teach separating a cut substrate from the display 
substrate by cutting under a flexible tape substrate disposed on the extension area of 
the display substrate or positioning the cut substrate (the separated part of the display 
substrate) on a back side of the display substrate that is opposite to a front side where 
the display area is defined to narrow a frame of the display. 

Soloway teaches a method of fabricating a folded printed circuit board (10) 
having a left section (A) and a right section (B). The printed circuit board includes a 
central scored line section (11) having a pair of apertures (12, 13) formed therein. See 
Soloway at Col. 3, Ins. 25-41. Wires (20, 21) span the apertures of the printed circuit 
board to provide electrical connections between the left and right sections of the printed 
circuit board. See Soloway at Col. 3, Ins. 39-50, and Figure 1. Soloway further 
discloses two tape sections (30, 31) having the wires extending generally between the 
tape section. See Soloway at Col. 4, Ins. 38-45, and Figure 3. 
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While Soloway discloses a printed circuit board that may be foldable about a 
scored line section, Soloway fails to teach or suggest that the scored portion of the 
printed circuit board is at least partially disposed under a flexible tape substrate or that 
the scored section is located in an extension area of a display substrate. In fact, 
Applicant respectfully submits that Soloway fails to teach a display substrate having a 
display area, an extension area, and an IC mounting area. Rather, Soloway merely 
teaches separating a printed circuit board into two separate sections (i.e., A and B). 
See Soloway at Col. 3, Ins. 25-45, and Figure 1 . Because Soloway is deficient in the 
aforementioned areas, Soloway also fails to teach disposing a separated part of the 
display substrate on a back side of the display substrate to narrow a frame of a display 
of the display substrate. 

In light of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits that Soloway fails to teach 
each of every element of the claimed invention. Accordingly, independent Claim 1 , as 
well as Claims 2-13, dependent therefrom, are believed to be in condition for allowance. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claim 12 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Soloway et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 4,742,183) in view of Tamanoi (U.S. Pat. No. 5,565,885). 

Claim 13 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Soloway et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 4,742,183) in view of Yamazaki (U.S. Pat. No. 5,362,547). 
These rejections are respectfully traversed. 
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Independent Claim 1 is believed to be in condition for allowance in light of the 
foregoing. Because Claims 12 and 13 depend from independent Claim 1, Claims 12 
and 13 are similarly believed to be in condition for allowance. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

Conclusion 

It is believed that all of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly 
traversed, accommodated, or rendered moot. Applicant therefore respectfully requests 
that the Examiner reconsider and withdraw all presently outstanding rejections. It is 
believed that a full and complete response has been made to the outstanding Office 
Action and the present application is in condition for allowance. Thus, prompt and 
favorable consideration of this amendment is respectfully requested. If the Examiner 
believes that personal communication will expedite prosecution of this application, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at (248) 641-1600.
